TIIE MlINDT->flXON BILL 
Tlic arrest of the top Amerlcnn commuti' 
istx compounds the confusion thut already 
/iurrounds the atatus of their party. They 
accused of heading n society that advocates 
the overthrow of our government by lorcc 
and violence. Yet this ha.^ alway.n been the 
accepted Roal of the Communlat party. And 
the Communist party Is a^lcgal entity In the 
United States. 

Thp arrested men wore described by 
Eovernnient attorney as "the Communist 
party's Kovernlnft board. They run the party. 
They make the policy -and decide what It will 
do." 

But do they really make policy or do they 
follow policy already made In Moscow? LouW 
Budcnz, former communist blg-wls, says 
that the party tAkcs at least port of Its 
order.-! from Russian superiors, and that the 
orders arc delivered by agents in this coun- 
try. And the parallel between Russian com- 
munist policy and that of the 'American com- 
munists certainly .nuggcsL-i that the domestic 
Marxists are not the sole masters of their 
actions. 

If this Is so, win not other leaders rise 
,up to take the place of tho.^e arrested and 
do Moscow's bidding? If this Is so. then arc 
not all members of the Communist party 
equally guilty of working for the American 
government's dcitructlon? i 

Except during the war years, the 'home- 
grown Marxists have been preaching and 
advocating revolution' for 30 years. Their 
purpose docs not scCm any different today 
than It ever wa5. So It must be. that the 
Justice department feels that Russia's pre- 
sent attitude of belligerence makes the 
American communists more dangerous, and 
offers them more likelihood of success. 

But the arrest of leading communists will 
not destroy communism In the United States. 
What these leaders are accused of Is simply 
the promoting of the permanent and un- 
changing objective of communism here and 
In other non-communist countries— revolu- 
tion and a "dictatorship of the proletariat." 

If the courts should find these accused 
communists guilty, then It would almost bs 
Dflco&sary to find their party and Its mem- 
ber* gullty_al30. And that would call for an" 
' outlawing or the party. Yot such an action 
would present dlfricultles which have long 
■ been recognized. 

The party would almost certainly crop up 
under another name. Then It would bo nec- 
essary to pass a progressive number of laws 
' declaring each succeeding form o( the Com- 
munist party illegal, or else draft a statute so 
inclusive as to make any support of the 
Marxist objectives Illegal, no matter what 
name or form an organization to cany them 
out should take. 

This seems to be the purpose of the Mundt- 
Nbeon bill, which the house has passed and 
the senate has not acted on. Gov. Thomas 
E. Dewey and many others have seen In that 
bill the danger' that a person might be pun- 
ished for his thoughts and sympathies 
rather than for his action. 

In splto of the contradictions and dangers, 
some declaration of action on the whole sub- 
ject of communism In America seems In- 
evitable In the wake of the forthcoming trial 
of Its leaders. What form the declaration or 
action' will take cannot be -determined now. 
Only one thing seems clear at present— the 
Justice department evidently agrees with the 
stand taken by Governor Dewey in his de- 
bate with Harold Stassen, that present laws 
are adequate for the control of communism 
without recourse to the broad scope and 
powers proposed In the Mundt- Nixon bill.
